Soviet Scientists 
Meet to Mobilize 
Talents for Victory 


(By Wireless te Inter-Continent News) 


MOSCOW, May 7-—-The Soviet Academy of 
Sciences pledged to “solve scientific production prob- 
lems connected with the war“ at its annual con- 
ference this week in Sverdlovsk, in the new industrial 
region of the Urals. 


One hundred and ten leading Soviet scientists at- 


gates represented all the fields of scientific work, in- 
cluding chemistry, technology, geology, geograpliy, 
metallurgy, economics, history and jurisprudence. 

Among the 110 scientists were the two noted 
physicists, Academicians Peter Kapista and A. F. 
Joffe, and the world-renowned mineralogist, 
Academician A. E. Fersman. 


HISTORY OF WAR 


The historians, for example, under the leadership 
of the noted historian, E. Mintz, it was announced, 
at work on a history of the defense of 
Moscow, and are gathering material in every part 
of the district of on

The technical institutes are elaborating new tech- 
nological processes for obtaining high grade petrols 

metals and alloys. Chemists are doing research

— most vital single question now before 

the American and British peoples is that 
of establishing a western front this Spring 
in Europe to catch Hitler in the trap of a 
two-front war. Organized labor should join 
its strength with those : 
broad popular forces who 
are demanding this new 
front against Nazi Ger- 
many. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, save in the case of a 
few CIO organizations, this 
is not being done. Seldom 
indeed do we hear the voice 
of a top labor official or of 
a strong union in the wide- 
spread debate that is now 
taking place in the press, on the radio and 
in the legislative halls upon this most im- 
portant issue, 

The question of the western front is not only 
military, but also political, To realize this all we 
have to do is to look about us and see how the 
assorted fascists, defeatists, appeasers and conserva- 
tives of all stripes stand united in bringing pressure 
upon .the Government to keep it from launching a 
Western Front in conjunction with Great Britain. 
The Hitler line in the United States now is to pre- 
vent a western front in 1942, It behooves the trade 
union movement, therefore, to throw its great weight 
actively upon the side of the people’s forces who 
realize that now is the time and the Western Front 


is the way to strike the death blow to Hitler and 
his allies. 


The faint-hearts and pro-Hitler elements arrayed 
against the project of a Western Front in 1942 bring

Senator Walsh promises to defend himself against charge. 
Yet even if he does prove his snow-white purity, he is still « most 
dubious figure to be head of the Naval Affairs Committee of the 
United States Senate. : 

His public record is too plain, and needs no exposure, Walsh has 
been a fighting appeaser, a friend to the Nazi side in this war. 

Senator Robert Reynolds is head of the Senate’s Military Af- 
fairs Committee. He is also a notorious appeaser, and chief of a 
secret fascist army called the “Vindicators.” 

These two fascist sympathizers, Walsh and Reynolds, are put in 
possession of all of America’s naval and military secrets. They have 
a seat, virtually, at our board of general strategy. Who can assure 
us that such men guard from Hitler every secret they learn? 

Quite a few so-called liberals have ben complaining for months 

(and how they enjoy finding something Russian to snipe at) that 
the Red Army leaders have not permitted British and American offi-

It would have been a lovely scoop if it were true, but it wasn't 
true. It was only another little trick of the fascist propaganda in- 
ternational, to put us off our guard, to make us rejoice prematurely, 
and to soften us up for the Axis peace offensive against which Archi- 
bald MacLeish has warned us. 

We are still a simple-minded lot, and these clever fascists still 
know how to take us in. We go on imagining a peace offensive will 
come via some simple, direct peace offer from Berlin. No, it will seep 
in through a hundred different channels seemingly remote from the 
main issue. 

It will come through the prayers of the religious, through the 
decent impulses of innocent. pacifists. The Pope is said to be setting 
up a diplomatic machinery for achieving peace. Hitler will be using 
that machinery. Recently, the pacifist organizations around New 
York have formed a united front. The America Firsters, Bundists 
and Coughlinites are flocking into the ranks, and now wear the mock 
masks of Christian lambs.

Nvery day rumors of impending collapse come from Italy and 
Germany. A recent one was the story that the Italian king had 
called a meeting of heads of government, for the purpose of sup- 
planting Mussolini. And we are hearing again about those reluctant 
German generals—those famous “rebels” against Hitler who, for years, 
like puppets, have been fetched out on all such occasions. 

The fascists, as Dorothy Thompson phrased it aptly, try to make a 
weapon of an alleged weakness. 

A thousand lies, a thousand devices, some familiar, some new, 
will be used in the peace drive. Bewilderment, confusion, mixed 
purposes and false issues are the material of Hitler's psychological 
campaigns. The peace drive now. beginning will take some very 
subtle forms. If such sophisticates as Pearson and Allen can fall for 
one of the many planted tricks, who of us is immune. 

But there can be no peace with fascism. Peace now would méan 
only a breating spell for fascism. In possession of one-half the 
globe, fascism would only consolidate its gains before going back to 
the conquest. of the rest of the world. 

Peace now would be the greatest victory Hitler could hope to 
obtain. We will not grant him such a peace, however. Peace can 
only come when fascism, that factory of war and conquest, is razed 
to the ground, and corn and wheat planted on its site.
